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The number of roguler Commmist troops in Ssechuen is estimated te be about 
150,000. Im addition, more than 200,000 former Nationalist troops and about 
80,000 misgcellancous troops are in the province. Time has not pormitted the 
Comamists to reorganize and rotrain these troops, and because of widespread 
guerrilla activity they have avoided restrictive moasures for fear of open 
revelt end an increase in guerrilla prestige, LIU Pe~ch'eng and HO lame 

era now in Chumeking amd Chengtu respectively te keep ths situation under 
control. 


There are 40,000 regular troops in Chungking, Chiangpei (106-35, 29-36),

HO ide 
attached to the 1 Field Army end rarely cooperates with LIU, whose orders 
earry no woight in Chongta. 
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
